In 181)0, 49 per cent of the amount expended for sick beneiit went to those suffering from tuber­ 
culosis* 


In 1910 }he total amount expended for sick benefits was $189,438,59, of which am ount aboutiU 5-10 pul­ 
per cent, or $10,729,30, was paid to members suffering fromt uberculosis. 
In 1911 the total expended for sick benefit amounted to $201,290.03, of which amount 20 I IO per cent, 
or $10,-160.50, was paid to members suffering from tuberculosis. 
This shows a reduction of 28 9-10 percent 
in 21 years. 


These figures are based on a general average, while as a m atter of fact, those suffering from tuhereulo- 
losis are more generally sick, and hence more liable to draw sick benefit, so that the average amount is nec­ 
essarily and reasonably not fully covered in the figures given.

gagement off the Chilean coast Sun­ 
day. 
'I he Germans saw the Monmouth 
sink and 
heard an 
explosion on 
hoard the 
Good Hope that they be­ 
lieve sent the crippled flagship 
to 
the bottom. 
All that night the Ger­ 
man cruiser Nurnberg searched the 
seas unsuccessfully for 
the 
Good 
Hope. 
They picked up a radiogram 
directed to 
the 
flagship 
by 
the 
Glasgow. 
There was no reply. 
I here were about 650 men on the 
Monmouth when 
she 
disappeared 
I cneath the waves. 
Admiral C rad ­ 
dock 
had 
900 men 
with him on 
board the Good Hope. 
Whether the 
Glasgow 
and the 
transport Otranto, .which 
escaped 
destruction survived, the d am age is 
not known. 
Tho whereabouts also 
of the German cruisers Leipzig and 
Bremen remains in doubt. 
Further details or tne first im ­ 
portant naval battle of the w a r be­ 
came known from statements m ade 
by the German officers.

later had been detached to patrol 
the coast north of Valparaiso.

southward a p p a r ­ 
ently well aware of the rendezvous 
of the British off Concepcion Bay 
At the same time the British c ru is­ 
ers Monmouth and Glasgow accom ­ 
panied by 
the 
transport O tranto, 
moved north to meet the flagship 
Good Hope. 
The 
Britishers 
evi­ 
dently were not aware of the p ro x ­ 
imity of the Germans and they m e t 
off Coronel. 
It was (J o’clock Sunday when tho 
Germans sighted the three British 
ships. 
The Rifler attempted to a l­

gain territorial waters and to avoid 
the Germans.

Genisenau crippled the British fla g ­ 
ship and her engines stopped. T h e 
Monmouth, recognising tho d; fress 
of her companion, made a dash to 
cover the Good Hope but by t h a t 
time the distance separating tho tw o 
squadrons had been reduced to a,* 
000 yards and Germans were able to 
bring all their ships into action an d 
to use all the guns of the five v e s­ 
sels.

Otranto. 
The Otranto, badly d a m ­ 
aged, escaped in the gathering d a r k ­ 
ness and soon afterwards was fol­ 
lowed by the 'Glasgow which a lso 
had been put o u t of action hut con­ 
tinued apparently seaworthy. 
The five German ships continued 
their attack on the Monmouth 
a n d 
Good Hope until in a few' minutes 
the former sunk.

The Good H o p e 'badly damaged, 
hung on until an explosion occurred 
on bourd her.

The Nurnberg searched until d a y ­ 
break for the wounded ship when 
tho German officers concluded t h a t 
she had been lost with all her crew.
